The Editor, Dear Sir — 
If the Administration of 
the Education Department 
and the VS.T.A. reach 
some agreement on prin 
ples, the time will then have 
arrived for full concentration 
on ways and means to in- 
crease the flow of trained 
and qualified 
teachers to the State schools. 
Jn anticipation of an agree- 
ment of some kind being 
reached (I hope, in the not

Altona is pre-eminent in the kinder- 
garten field. Here in an exceptional de- 
gree, the kindergartens are free, no fees 
being paid by parents. The council has 
taken over the obligation, not only to 
subsidise these bodies so that this can 
be possible, but also to provide suffi- 
cient facilities so that all parents should 
have this service. 





















As a result the seven kindergartens 
and one play centre (equipped to the 
highest standard) serve Altona well and 
show it on a population basis well! to 
the forefront. 












When the Altona council some years 
ago took the extreme step of establish- 
ing the rights of parents to kindergarten 
services without fees, there may have 
been private dissent but there was no 
public opposition. The ratepayers, then 
and since, have given implied agree- 
ment. Significantly enough, the lead 
the Altona council gave has not been 
followed elsewhere. ; 


This decision, estabished by infer- 
ence, is that every citizen has the right 
to this service, 


In general terms, a place must’ be 
found for every child of kindergarten 
age, if his or her parents so desire. 

It appears that to fill prospective 
needs, one more kindergarten is neces- 
sary and another in the near future. 

This will mean‘the Altona council 
must meet a large portion of the build- 
ing and equipment expense (from loan 
funds)* @iid make!_a”cofresponding “in- 
crease (from revenue) of the necéssary 
subsidies ‘for running expenses and 
loan: charges. 7 


There must, however, be but one 
consideration before councillors. 

If there is a need for one or even 
two kindergartens they must be pro- - 
vided.
